The terms of reference of the Ad Hoc Committee will bo 
as under : 

(i) to estimate on the basis of available material the 
availability of forest products with special reference 
to myrabolans, walnut* and mushrooms; 


(ii) to consider and suggest long term policies for the 
expon of forest products, especially. Myrabolans, 
wdnuts and mushrooms; 

(iii) to recommend step? to be taken for increasing the 
availability of forest products with ipeclal reference 
to myrabolans, walnuts and mushrooms for export 
purposes; and 

(iv) to suggest specific schemes, with estimate? of expen- 
diture involved, for developing various forest pro- 
ducts with an export potential. 

The Ad Hoc Committee will correspond directly with the 
State Govemment/Union Territories/Central Ministries/ 
Departments for obtaining such information /documents as 
may be necessary for its work and for arranging its tour pro- 
grammes. It may also directly contact, if necessary, the 
representatives of other organisations interested either In the 
production or in the exports of forest products.

RESOLUnON 

No, 7/19/64-F/. — In supersession of the Resolution of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting No. 7/4/63-FI, dated the 9th January 1963, the 
foUowing rules are notified concerning State Awards for 
Films : — 

Rules 

1. The object of the State Awards for Films is to encourage 
the production of films of a high aesthetic and technical 
standard and of educational or cultural value, 

2, (1) The following State Awards for Films have been 
instituted — 

ALLAN Dl A AWARDS 

(a) Feature Films 

(i) President’s Gold Medal for the best film and a 
cash prize of Rs. 20,000 to its producer and 
Rs. 5,000 to its director* 

(il) AlMndia Certificate of Merit for the second best 
film and a cash prize of Rs, 10,000 to its producer 
and Rs. 2,500 to Its director. 

(iii) AU-Indla Certificate of Merit for the third best film. 

(iv) All-India Certificates of Merit for the best and 
second-best story-writers in respect of the feature 
films entered for the Awards and examined by the 
Committees of Awards, 

(b) Documentaiy Films 

(/) President’s Gold Medal for the best film and a cash 
prize of Rs. 4,000 to its producer and Rs. 1,000 to 
Its director. 

(ii) All-India Ortifleate of Merit for the second best 
film and a cash prize of Rs, 2,000 to its producer 
and Rs. 500 to its director. 

(iii) AU-Indfa Certificate of Merit for the third best 
film. 

(c) Children's Films 

(i) Prime Minister’s Gold Medal for the best film and a 
cash prize of Rs. 20,000 to its producer and 
Rs. 5,000 to its director. 

(ii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the second bfcst 
film and a cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to its producer 
and Rs. 2,500 to its director. 

(iii) All-India Certificate of Merit for the third best 
film. 

(d) Educational Films (16 mm only) 

(i) President's Gold Medal for the best film and a cash 
prize of Rs. 4,000 to its producer and Rs. 1,000 
to its director. 

(ii) All'Indla Certificates of Merit for the second and 
third best films. 

Note : — ^The term ’educational film’ meani an educational 
film in 16 mm only and includes a scientific, instructional or 
experimental film. 


(a) Filmstrips (35mm) 

(i) Preddeot’s Silver Medal for the best filmstrip. 

(ii) All-India Ortifleates of Merit for the second and 
third best filmstrips. 

REGIONAL AWARDS 

(f) President’s Silver Medal for the best feature film in 
each In^an language and Certificates of Merit for 
the two next best feature films in each such language. 

Explanation 

Ihe terms ’producer' and ‘director’ used herein will be 
construed as referring to the producer or director, as the 
case may be, as given in the credit titles of the film duly 
certi^ed by the Central Board of Piim Censors. 

2. (2) Government may, at its discretion, give the cash 
prizes in the form of National Defence Certificates and 
Ocfenco Deposit Certificates or any other similar Certificates 
issued by the Government of India. 

3. The Awards will be made annually on a date to be 
fixed by Government. 

4. All Indian films certified for public exhibition by the 
Central Board of Film Censors and all filmstrips certified by 
the producers as produced in the preceding calendar year will 
be eligible for entry, which may be made by the producer or 
any other duly authorised person in the Form contained in 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

Provided that a film entered as a Children’s Film shall not 
be eligible for entry as Feature film and vice versa, 

5. Every application for entry, in respect of a feature film, 
shall be accompanied by an entry fee of Rs. lUO which shall 
not be refundable. 

Each entrant will submit at his cost to such Regional 
Officer of the Central Board of Film Censors or to any other 
authority as may be specified : 

(i) a print of the film or the filmstrip as the case may 
be; and 

(li) a copy of the synopsis, together with an English 
rendering thereof and a copy of the songs, if any, 
together with their free translation in English or 
Hmdi. 

The entrant of a film selected for viewing by the Central 
Committee will submit at his cost the specified number of 
copies of the detailed dialogue script in English or Hindi as 
well as the publicity matenol relating thereto in addition to 
the print and synopsis of the film, 

6. The decision of the Government of India whether a film 
is eligible to be entered for the Awards and whether any film 
is a feature film, documentary film, educational film or 
children’s films for the purpose of entry for the Awards will 
be final. 

The maximum length of a children’s film for the purpose 
of entry for the Awards shall be 3400 metres in 35 mm or 
1360 metres in 16 mm* 

7. A film which is a dubbed version, retake or an adap- 
tation of a film which has already won a State Award, wm 
not be eligible for consideration for the Awards. The Pro- 
ducer of a film made in marc than one language versions, 
may enter only one of the versions of that film. 

8. Entries for the Awards will be invited by Govermnont 
during a period to be notified, relaxablc in exception^ cases 
at the discretion of Government. 

9. All transport costs on the consignment and return of the 
films and publicity material will be payable by the entrant* 

10. All films will be submitted at owner’s risk and while 
the Government will take every reasonable care of the films 
submitted, it cannot accept responsibility for loss or damage 
to the film while in its possession, 

11. There will be a Language or Primary Committee con- 
sisting of not more than 5 members, including the Chairman, 
appomted by the Government, for each of the Languages 
indicated below : 

Hindi (including Urdu and Hindustani) Marathi, Punjabi, 
Gujarati, Sindhi, English, Bengali, Assamese, Qriya, 
Tamil, Telugu, Kannada and Malayalam. 

If the number of entries in a particular language is not more 
than 3, no Language or Primary Committee for that language 
will be constituted and such entries will be viewed direct by 
the Regional Committee concerned. The members, including 
the Chairman of the Primary Committees, will be nominated 
by Government and will consist of persons distinguished in the 
fields of art or literature who will be qualified to judge the 
aesthetic and technical standard of the films. 

12. Each language or Primary Committee will reconuneud 
npto five feature films which have a high and aesthetic and 
technical standard and educational or cultural value, arranged 
in order of merit, in the particular language for the considc- 
ration of the Regional Committee. 
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13. The following Regional Committeefl, appointed by 
Government, will examine feature films recommended by the 
Language or Primary Committees as well as the films in the 
languages in which the number of entries is not more than 3 : 

(i) Regional Committee at Bombay — Hindi (including 
Urdu and Hindustani), Marathi, Punjabi, Gujarati, 
Sindhi and English, 

(ii) Regional Committee at Calcutta — Bengali, Assamese 
ana Oriya. 

(iii) Regional Committee at Madras — ^Tarail, Telugu, 
Kannada, and Malayalam. 

14. Each Regional Committee will be composed of : — 

(a) A chairman, nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than 6 persons distinguished in the fields 
of art or literature, nominated by Government. 

(Care will be taken to ensure that aU the Lan- 
guages of the region arc represented in the selection 
of these persons). 

(c) Persons, not exceeding 3, qualified to judge techni- 
cal standard, presentationp direction and treatment 
values of films, nominated by Government from a 
panel of names representing the industry. 

15. The Regional Committees will recommend, in order of 
merit : 

(1) A list of not more than 4 feature fllm^ from the 
region, irrespective of their language, and 

(ii) a list of 3 story writers 

for consideration by the Central Committee for All India 
Awards. 

16. The Regional Committees will also recommend, to the 
Central Government, in order of merit : 

(i) A list of the 3 best feature films in each language, 
in which no film has been recommended for an All 
India Award, for the award of the President's Silver 
Medal and the Regional Certificates of Merit; and 

(ii) A list of 3 feature films, in addition to the films 
recommended for All India Awards in the remaining 
languages. 

17. The documentary films entered for the Awards will be 
initially examined by a Documentary Committee appointed 
by Govemrnent with a membership not exceeding five includ- 
ing the Chairman. This Committee will recommend, in order 
of merit, up to six documentary films for consideration by the 
Central Committee. 

18. The educational films and filmstrips entered for the 
Awards will be initially examined by an Educational Com- 
mittee appointed by Government with a membership not 
exceeding five including the Chairman. The Committee will 
recommend, in order of merit, up to six educational films and 
up to six filmstrips for consideration by the Central Com- 
mittee. 

19. The Central Comraittee will be composed of : — 

(a) A chairman nominated by Government. 

(b) Not more than six distinguished persons in the fields 
of art or literature nominated by Government. 

(c) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge 
presentation, direction and treatment values of films, 
nominated by Government from a panel of names 
representing the industry. 

20. Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 14 and 19, 
Government may co-opt on the Central or a Regional Com- 
mittee such number of additional members as may, in its 
opinion, be considered necessary to ensure adequate avail- 
ability of members knowi^ each language in which films are 
to be adjudged ^ such Committee. Further, nothing con- 
tained in rules 17, 18 and 24 shall preclude co-option of an 
additional member or members to assist the Documentary 
Committee, Educational Committee or the Special Committee 
constituted for the initial examination of children's films. The 
members so co-opted shall have all the rights of an ordinary 
member, 

21. Membership of the Central, Documentary, Educational, 
Regional and Primary Committees and the Special Committee, 
if any, constituted for the examination of children's films, 
will he honorary but the members may bo allowed such 
travelling and conveyance allowances as may be sanctioned 
by Government from time to time. 

22. The Central Committee and Regional Committees will 
have the power to call for and examine any film not recom- 
mended by the Regional Committees or the Primary Com- 
mittees afid consider such film for an All-India or a Regional 
Award. 

23. The Central Committee will consider the recommenda- 
tions of the Regional Committees, the Educational Committee 
and the Documentary Committee and recommend to the 
Central Government in order of merit : — 

(1) Three best feature films for the All-India Awards. 

(2) Three best documentary films for the All-India 
Awards. 


(3) Three best educational films for the All-India Awards, 

(4) Three best filmstrips for the All-India Awards. 

(5) Two best story-writers for All-India Awards. 

Ihe Central Committee will also have the power to call for 
and view any picture not recommended by the Regional 
Committee it they consider the picture to be of an outstanding 
nature, deserving consideration for an Award, 

24. (1) I'he Central Committee will, subject to the provi- 
sions of sub-rule (2), also examine the children’s films 
entered for the Awards and recommend the best three films in 
order of merit. 

(2) If the number of entries in the category of children’s 
films so warrants, Government may entrust the initial exami- 
nation of films to the Documentary Committee or a Special 
Committee constituted for this purpose consisting of not more 
than five members including the Chairman, which will recom- 
mend, in order of merit, not more than six films for considera- 
tion by the Central Committee. 

25. The Language or Primary Committees, the Regional 
Committees, the Documentary Committee, the Educational 
Committee, the Special Committee for Children’s Films (if 
any) and the Central Committee may determine their own 
procedure for the examination of films. 

26. The quorum of the Central, Documentary, Educational, 
the Special Committee (if any) for children's films, the 
Regional or the Language or Primary Committee, shall be half 
the total number of members including the co-opted members. 

27. Nothing contained herein shall be construed as res- 
tricting the discretion of a Language or Primary Committee, 
a Regional Committee, the Documentary Committee, the 
Educational Committee, the Special Committee for Children’s 
Films (if any) or the Central Committee from making a 
recommendation that none of the films ip a particular 
language or category, or that none of the stories of the 
feature films, examined by Language or Primary, a Regional 
Committee or the Central Committee, is of a standard 
adequate for an Award. 

28. The Central Government will decide the All-India and 

the Regional Awards on the basis of the recommendations 
submitted by the Central Committee and Regional 

Committees. 

29. A film will be eligible for an Award only in on© of 
the four categories viz; feature, documentary, education^ or 
children's film. A feature film receiving an All-India Award 
shall not be eligible for a Regional Award. 

30. The Language or Primary Committees, the Regional 
Committees, the Documentary Committee, the Educational 
Committee, the Special Committee for Children’s Films (if 
any) and the Central Committee will examine films at such 
place and lime as may be considered feasible. 

3 1 . Government shall be entitled to retain, without payment 
of cost, the print entered for the Awards of a film or film- 
strip, which receives an Award in the form of a medal and/or 
cash. 

32. The function for the presentation of the Awards will b© 
held at such place and on such date as Government may 
determine. 

33. Canvassing in any form in respect of an entry will 
render that entry liable to disqualification for Awards. Any 
member of the Central Committee, Documentary Committee* 
Educational Committee, the Special Committee for Children’s 
Films (if any), the Regional Committees or the Language or 
Primary Committees found canvassing for a particular film 
is liable to be disqualified for membership of the Committees.
